gtreets are filled with the dead and dy- 
ing, and the sick are without nurses or 
medical 
attendance, 
people 
being 


afraid to go near them. 
All the avail- 


able space in the cemeteries was filled 
before the disease reached its worst. .A 
high wind, which has prevailed, has 
been spreading the infection . 


It is estimated that over half the en- 


tire population of Bombay have fled 
from the city, abandoning their homes 
and business. These are now living in 
tents and in the open air in districts 
supposed to be safe from the plague. 
An outbreak of the dreaded disease is 
feared among them.

May Solve the Problem or Coal 


Miner's Strikes. 


Claimed That Jackson Count)- Operators 


•Are Conftldering tlie 
Advisability of 


£J«iog Electric Machluex In HlDlne 


—The Strike ami What It Haa 


Cost Operators and Miners. 


It is now more than nine weeks since 


tiie miners in the Jackflon-Wellston 
•oal fields went out on a strike, and 
the trouble seems no nearer adjustment 
today than at the beginning. It is esti- 
mpted that since the strike the miners 
have lost over three hundred thousand 
dollars, the ' average daily ,, pay-roll 
when all the miners in Jackson county 
are at work being in the neighborhood 
of five thousand dollars a day. 
So far, 


the 
strike has progressed 
without 


trouble, both sides resting on their 
arms and awaiting developments. 
The 


miners were better prepared than usual 
. for the strike, and so far, there has 
been very little suffering among them. 
They have about reached the limit of 
their 
supplies, 
however, and now 


agents are circulating around in ad- 
joining towns soliciting money and 
supplies. 
Two of these agents have 


been in Portsmouth within the past 
few days with a paper asking for 
money. 
Others were in Ross county, 


and still others have been in Jackson. 
Indications are that the next thirty 
days will witness considerable suffer- 
ing among the strikers if relief does 
not come in some shape. 


The operators are growing restless 


ovei their mines being idle so long, 
and, according to a Oolumbus dispatch, 
are seriously considering the advisibil- 
ifcy of putting electric machines in the 
mines to take the place of the miners. 
The dispatch, which intimates that 
President H. O. Chapman, of the oper- 
ators, is authority for its statements, 
«ays that "papers of incorporation will 
be asked for is the ottice of the secre- 
tary of state within u few days that 
have in view the entire remodeling of 
the plan of mining coal in tne Ooaltou 
and WolLston districts, and the substi- 
tution of electricity for pick men. 
The 


plan involves the putting up of central 
power houses in that section of the 
mining country, from which electricity 
will bo furnished to 
the 
different 


mines. 
By this means, it is said ma- 


chines for mining coal can bo operated 
at a slight cost, and the operators ren- 
dered practically independent of the 
men. 
It is the purpose to at Grst put 


np two power houses equipped with 
machinery iu those 
districts. 
The

power can be conveyed from these to 
all the mines in the district, in addi- 
tion to which ciiu bo furnished a sys- 
tem of iiicuudescent lighting, oliini- 
: 


natiug in i> large measure the danger 
of firo. The now system, when put in 
<tip effect, will cover some fifteen mines 
•juitije Wellston district, and about nn 
.equal number in the Coalton district.

Elec- 


trical engineers have been consulted, 
anfl^ay the scheme is entirely feasi- 
ble."

their mines being fitted with the ma- 
chines.

fceans have lately attracted soinn atten- 
tion, thougli to stylo tho spasmodic 
jerks of the bonus jumps is!" to court 
disappointment. Some "jumping co- 
toons," described by Dr. D. Sharp in 
Tho Entomologist were, however, re- 
markably good athletes, for they could 
tpriug out of a small vessel, suoh as a 
tumbler, in which they were placed. 
These cocoous were from South Africa, 
but in spite of their exceptional gym- 
nastic efficiency Dr. Sharp hardened his 
heart and sacrificed them upou the altar 
of science, in the hope of discovering 
something unusual that would explain 
the powers of jumping. 


The cocoous looked like i\ piece of 


oval pottery, about 5 millimeters long, 
and having a rough surface. lu each of 
the two investigated a pupa was found. 
The two were • similar in every respect, 
and they no doubt belonged to tho larvae 
that made tho cocoous. "This little 
pupa," says Dr. Sharp, "is shut up in 
a remarkably hard, thick cocoon, and it 
has to get out. Nature lias not provided 
it with caustic potash for the purpose, 
but has endowed it with a mechanism 
of complex perfection to accomplish this 
little object. On tho front of the head 
it has a sharp, chisel edge, and with 
this it has to cut through the pottery, 
contracting itself to the utmost in the 
posterior part of the cocoon and retain- 
ing itself in this position by tho hooks 
on tho mobile part of the body. It is a 
condition of elastic tension in conse- 
quence of the other side of the body be- 
ing so differently formed aud imuiobilo. 


"Therefore, releasing the hold of the 


hooks, the pupa is discharged forward, 
and the chisel piece strikes the front 
part of the cocoon.

enormona number of times, a circle may 
be gradually inscribed on the inside of 
the far end of the cocoon, which gives 
way when sufficiently weakened and 
tho insect becomes free.

Municipal Time at Glasgow. 


One of the most interesting of Glas- 


gow enterprises is what may be de- 
scribed as municipal time for the entire 
city. Some years ago the experiment 
was tried of placing municipal clocks 
in prominent positions all over Glasgow 
aud regulating them by synchroniza- 
tion. The present scheme is much more 
elaborate and is nothing less than the 
establishment of a system of standard 
time, by means of electrically controlled 
clocks, regulated every second from the 
stellar clock at the observatory. A reg- 
ulating clook, directly controlled from 
the observatory, has beon placed in tho 
city chambers, and this in turn controls 
three circuits of public clocks at vari- 
ous points in the city. In the meantime 
only about a dozen clocks have been 
provided, but if the trial proves suc- 
cessful the corporation intends to erect 
from 200 to 800 18 inch dials, thus pro- 
viding a reliable system of standard 
time for all parts of tho city. This ex- 
tension of the circuit will involve tiie 
laying of 61 miles of wire. It is hoped 
also to include time keeping in private 
bouses.—Westminster Gazetfe.

under Motbe* Nature's care, and high 
collars, feather boas nnd fur collars can- 
not help but create a tenderness that is 
(disastrous to beauty. 


But these things are fashionable just 


how, and after all it is worth some sac- 
rifice to be just in style, and the only 
thing to do until the low collars come 
in again is to take such care of tho throat 
that almost no damage will be done. In 
tho first place, the neck should never be 
washed in warm water without a dash 
of cold, pure water to follow it, and on 
general principles the cold tmtb ia de- 
cidedly the best. 


Again, it will be found that a gentle 


massage of the upper chest and the neck 
before retiring will bo followed by n 
toning up of lux muscles and a general 
improvement in the curves of the throat. 
When high collars are worn, if they are 
largo enough to allow freedom of move- 
ment, the chances aro that the skin un- 
dor them will keep soft and healthy, 
and if, when the fur collar or boa ia 
taken off tho tissues aro found to bo 
moist and overheated, a thorough rub- 
bing with a soft towel is kept up for n 
few minutes tho reaction will restore 
the weakened muscles.—New York Ad- 
vertiser.

The Careless Advertiser

ORKS at a great disadvantage, as the very corner stone of bus- 
iness is carefulness of investment. The careless advertiser 


takes advice too easily and permits too much to depend upon chance. 


He is at the mercy of the "circulation liars" who never make def- 


inite statements nor attempt to prove them. It is the careless adver- 
tiser, beyond all others, who keep alive the "fakes." He does not dis- 
criminate as to the character of men to be believed or the stories they 
may tell, And as there are more illegitimate advertising "schemes" 
than there are legitimate advertising ctannels, he pays ont more 
money for poor than for good service. After the careless advertiser 
has been imposed upon, he frequently wreaks vengeance upon the 
legitimate medium and drives off the agent who represents the latter. 
This separates him further from those interested in his welfare, and 
makefe him an easier victim again for smooth-tongued schemers who 
never face a customer but once. 


A legitimate advertising agent always wants his patron to make 


money on his investment and will exert himself to see that he does. 
Such agents work for reputable mediums. They should be especially 
encouraged by the careless advertiser. 


The Careful Advertiser. 


M 


AY be successful, but his possibilities are limited because lie 
wants to do everything himself, and he frequently wants to see 


the cash box coming down on the wire before he orders the advertis- 
ing. This is the care that kills. It would kill a cat; and the fickle 
jade, Fortune, begins flirting with some bolder wooer who will take 
counsel of experts about advertising. 
The careful advertiser not only 


jeopardizes his success by refusing to accept valuable counsel, but by 
devoting his time to a department which lies outside of the ordinary 
channel of business, and for which he may be entirely unqualified, 
while he is neglecting the things he is specially competent to do and 
which needs his closest attention. 
It is worth money to the careful 


advertiser to assure himself that he can make more money doing those 
things which he understands, than he can doing those things which 
he does not understand, namely, advertising. 


The apparent cost frequently deters the 'careful advertiser. 
Yet 


advertising is like other investments, the larger investor makes more 
money than the small one. The secret of profitable newspaper adver- 
tising is in the use of the right matter displayed in the right way, in- 
serted in the right newspaper, at the right time, and at the right price. 


The Liberal Advertiser. 


W 


ILL succeed if be only directs his liberality in right channels and 
pushes that branch of his business with the same energy he does 


the rest of it. But if he indiscriminately spends his cash on every 
scheme, fake and fraud presented, he may be a very long way from 
success. A fortune may be spent in advertising without satisfactory 
results. Many a one has been so dissipated. If advertising be done 
for accommodation, for charity, for friendship, for lack of courage to 
say "no" or for personal popularity, it will be fruitless. To advertise 
for business popularity is very different from advertising for personal 
popularity. The former makes customers of the masses; the latter 
customers of a class. The only excuse for spending money in adver- 
tising is to gain trade. It is a pure cold business proposition. 
Some 


people prefer personal popularity to trade; they need the constant ad- 
vice of one who regards advertising as the simplest of business pro- 
positions. Business run to suit the caprices of others will not suc- 
ceed. It must be run on principle, and advertising for trade must be 
run likev/ise. Those who advertise best, not most, succeed. The lib- 
eral advertiser ought to succeed and he will if he expends his money 
judiciously.
